TURKS’ DESPERATE EFFORT TO 
CROSS THE DESERT. 


Really Wonderful Work* Accomplished 

| _§n the Face of Almost Incredible 

Difficulties, Though Success 
Was Not to Be. 


In writing of a recent trip through 
| the Suez canal, in Harper’s Magazine, 
William Ashley Anderson tells” the 
story of how fhe Turks brought pon- 
toon boats across the desert in their 
effort to force a crossing of the canal, 
as ap English officer told him. 

“We'll be at Kantarah soon,’ said 
@ young gray-eyed oflicer of the In- 
dian marine. 

“T looked forward. The canal wound 
gracefully away to the southward, 
fringed on the Egyptian side by a re- 
freshing growth of green palms and 
drab acacias, broken at long intervals 
by tiny bungalows, where employees of 
the canal company kept eternal watch 
| over the Company's interests, much as 
the armed sentries across the way 
stood guurd for the empire. On the 
Arabiun side wae nothing but the bil 
lowing sand, crowding itself to the 
very water's cde, and seeping {nto the 
channel, despite the revetments of 
stone brought in ballast from far coun- 
tries to hold the tiny particles in check, 
despite the great dredges that prowl 
|} up and down, sucking ut the invading 
streums Ike monstrous unteaters fac- 
ing «a migratory tide of insects.

And at Pork Tewfik there 
was a long row of them, punctured by 
| Shrapnel and bullets, filled with sand 
and used as a causeway. 

“It was in my heart to feel sympathy

| launching several pontoons—six of 
which, probably, could have support- 
; ed a bridge and afforded sufficient ac- 
commodation for «a strong advance 
guard. There was one thing, however,

Keeping Alive by Means of the Dead. 

An officer, relating some incidents 
/of war in connection with the task

In a shell hole, fur ahead of where the 
front line had been, three Australians, 
two wounded and one unhurt. 

The three had pushed out by them- 
selves into enemy country, when they 
were caught by shell fire, and two 
were wounded. The third dragged 
them into the shell hole, and sat there 
with them. To come out in daylight 
Was iimpossible, so all day he sat 
there, and looked after the other two, 
and at night he sallied forth, and got 
water bottles und rations from the 
German dead which lay around. 

And thus he had kept his two pals 
alive. One of the two wounded is do- 
ing well, but the other’s wound has, 
unfortunately, become septic. 


Hard to Keep Cider Sweet. 

Tt is very difficult to keep cider 
sweet for any length of time without 
the use of preservatives and special 
treatment. Preservatives are not per- 
mitted under the federal and state 
pure-food luws. Sweet cider may be 
filtered, boiled und bottled in a man- 
ner similar to’ that used when can- 
ning fruits, then it will remain sweet; 
that is, no fermentation will take 
place for several weeks. It is desir- 
able even then thiat it be stored in a 
cool, durk place. This is somewhat 
expensive anid is seldom done, espe- 
cially if the cider is to be sold on a 
small scale—Dr. Charles K, Francis, 
chemist, experiment — station, Okla- 
homa A. and M. college, Stillwater.

During the recent battle against ib- 
fantile paralysis we took two small 
towns which were badly infected with 
the disease and had the homes 
cleansed, insect life destroyed, food 
kept clean and no garbage, ash piles 
or manure allowed to collect. The 
Streets and alleys were made clean in 
each town and infantile paralysis rap- 
idly disappeared. The cleaning up of 
the municipalities seemed to run paral- 
lel with the subsiding of the disease. 

The fact that the disease spreads at 
titues beyond the boundary lines of 
these dirty breeding places’ is no argue 
ment against the theory of cleanliness 
us ou preventative of infantile paraly- 
sis. At present it is «well te look upon 
fililh and insect life as factors taking 
a large part in permitting the so-called 
plague to invade our hemés, 

Cleanliness regarding our children, 
homes, stables, yards and towns, as 
Well us guarding our houses from all 
kinds of insect life, must be insisted 
upon by each individual citizen and by 
those in charge of the health and 
cleanliness of our towns, country, vile 
lage’ and huines.

This Prevents Seasickness. 

Encouraging tests have recently 
been made by an eastern inventor with 
a self-adjusting berth for steamships. 
In its present form the device has

Aeroplanes to Guide Ships. 
Aeroplanes for sighting iceberes aud 
icefields, to enuble a ship to steer clear | 
of them, are being seriously consid- 
ered by a Norweginn Steamship com- | 
pany that has many difficulties from 
ice. The steamers of the line ply to} 
Siberian ports by un Arctic ocean} 
route, which is badly blocked by ice- 

floes in some seasons. 

Under the present method, when 
floes are sighted by the lookout, the 
Stevmer has to cruise back and forth 
until it finds a way through or around 
the floes, and much time is thus lost. 

The proposal is to have an aero- 
plane on each steamer and to have one 
of the crew trained to fy. When ice 
is sighted the aeroplane would go up 
and the airman could in many in- 
stances see that in a certain direction 
the water was clear, or perhaps even 
determine the entire extent of the 
floes. His report would then enable 
the captain to fix the shortest route | 
round the obstruction. 

Methods of launching an aeroplane | 
from the deck of a vessel are still im- 
perfect, and other obvious difficulties 
appear; but the company has the idea 
in mind and hopes it may find it feas- 
ible.
